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ABSTRACT 

A census of migrants residing in camps and housing 
facilities in 8 western New York State counties was conducted in 
1968* A sample data form was sent to each known grower or owner 
before meeting with them. -Where meetings could not be arranged, 
information was pieced together from other sources and reported as an 
estimate. Information for each coruity was in tabular form and 
included camp ethnicity; name of camp; town; New York State Healtlj 
Identification Number; and the number of men, women, and children. A 
copy of the sample data form was in the appendix.

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PREFACE 



Tliis census of inigrants residing in camps and housing facilities 
operating in eight western Xcw York State counties in 196S was conunissioned 
by tlie New York State (Mentor for Migrant Studies in Spring, 1008. In 
coii^pleting the study, eveiy effort was made to seaare the most accurate 
and relevant data from tlie growers and oivners or their appointed rep- 
resentatives. A sanple data form (sec Appendix 1) v;as sent to each knc^vn 
grower or owne3r before meeting witli tliem. IVhere meetings could iK)t= be 
arranged, information was pieced together from other sources and is 
reported as an estimate, marked with an asterisk (*3 • 

The study was carried out in the. last half of 1968. Nearly 17,000 
miles were traveled and hundreds of visits were made to growers, processors 
local Health DepartJiicnts and officials, OHO organizations, Chi]d Care 
Center representatives, scliool systems, migrant organizations, and farm 
labor leaders. Their cooperation was helpful and very much appreciated.

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A SIWM\RY OF FINDINGS 



A summary of findings of the census of migrants residing in cajnps 
and housing facilities (Jiereafter designated -as- caiTips) operating in 
eiglit western New York State Counties is shown in Table 1. llie migrant 
population surveyed total lod 7,482 and resided in 2?,C separate living 
areas, llie total population is broken down by ethnic type into four 
groups: , 



llie total for each etluiic group is further divided into men, v;omen, and 
children (under fourteen years of age) . (Incomplete records v;ere gatlaered 
for migrant children by age, sex, and address. ITiese materials arc 
avai.lable upon request from tiie New York State Center for Migrant Studies.) 
These categories, as well as tiie nuraber of car.^.s by ettaic group, are shoim 
bn tl\e extreme left side of the table. Tlie center of tlie table shows 
tlie nujuber of migrants in eadi category as well as the nuiiher of camps 
for each of the eight counties surveyed. At tlie extreme riglit side of 
the table, the number of migrants in each category and t)ie number of 
camps bv etiimic type in all of t}ie eiglit counties are totalled IDRIZON- 
TAJ.LY (left to right) . 

To illustrate tlic findings sho^sTi in Table 1, consider the vertical 
column sliowing Chautauqua County. During the 1968 season, no Mexican- 
.'\merican or Wiite migrants were coimted in Chautauqua County. Of the 
Negro migrant population of 210, 100 v.-ere men, 26 \vomen, and 75 diildren. 
Tne largest ethnic group of migrants were 292 Puerto Kicans: 285 men, 
4 women, and 5 cliildren. Tne TOTAL niijnber of all four t^'pes of migrants 
was 502, v;ith 594 men, 30 women, ^ and 78 children. All of tliese migrajits 
in Chautauqua Count)' wore counte'd in 15 camps, 3 of wliich were identified 
as primarily Negro cainps and 12 as primarily Puerto Ilican camps. 

Tables 2-9 provide tiio sources for Table 1. There is a separate 
table for each of the eight countier: sun^eyed. Each table shov/s tlie 
name of each camp, its location, ami New York State liealth Identification, 
and tJie number of persons (men, women, and children) in residence at tlie 
time tlie census was taken. The cajnps are also classified by dominant 
ethnic group in residence.
